Receipts of Menlo Park po.*- 
office for 1955 may exceed $600,- 
000—more than 10 per cent over 
1955’s $542,000 total, Postmaster 
Harry B. Morey estimated yester- 
day. f 

And while making this predic- 
tion, the postmaster added that 
this year’s Yule season was “the, 
smoothest operation we've had in 
the past 20 years.” K 

All regular carriers, he said, 
were home early on Christmas 
day. 

Another record was set during 
the pre-holiday mailing season 
too, Morey said. On Monday ,Dec. 
17, the local postal facility can- 
celled a total of 147,323 pieces of 
mail; metered mail brought the 
total number of pieces outgoing 
mail to 173,000. 

This year’s gain in postal re- 
ceipts is, in point of actual amount 
of money, as large as has become 
usual during the postwar years, 
Morey observed. But the percent- 
age of gain ‘is. smaller because of 
the postoffice’s larger ‘total busi- 
ness. The office has been ayer- 
aging gains of between 15 and 20 
per cent in gross receipts for the 
past several years, 

The postoffice’s more than 
200 employees—100 permanent 
and 100 temporary—had several 
advantages in making the Christ- 
mas operation a smooth one, 

The postmaster said that good 
weather was a major factor, and 
patrons also cooperated.

SHOULD PARENTS AND TAXPAYERS of the district decide 
that even more economy is needed in school construction, they'll 
probably point to gymnasia and athletic turfs as the “least necessary’ 
parts of the educational plant. 

; Such facilities, we'll bet, will run far behind parking lots on any 
priority list. We cite the fact that the Sequoia District recently paid 
for additional paving at M-A, but couldn’t find money for the bleach- 
ers in the gym. The latter ,incidentally was raised by parents and 
students in a “bleacher fund.”

BUT THIS ISN’T ALL. Even if facilities for -all these players 
are allowed to become deficient, the coaches will be faced with a prob- 
lem of scheduling. 

Suppose, for instance, Sequoia High School’s Cherokee football 
team finds itself playing eight games without getting further north 
than Carlmont or further south than Menlo-Atherton. 

What happens to the long-standing “Little Big Game” between 
the Indians and Palo Alto High School’s Vikes? 

And if Menlo-Atherton adopts any “traditional rivals” whose 
schools are out of the district, will they have trouble scheduling 
them once the district here is built up? 

‘Take the water polo and swimming contention with Palo Alto, 
for instance.

FORTUNATELY, high school loyalties and rivalries are pretty 
elastic, and four years after one is abandoned, none of the students of 
either high school will be particularly aware that it ever existeid. 
Only people who will complain will be the old graybeards who glory 
in remembering how they stopped the opposition attack, or something, 
when they were in school. 

, But these hardly ever come out to watch high school games any- 
how. Most audiences are composed—better than 95 per cent of them, 
we'd say—of students from the schools participating.

AND IT MAY BE COLD COMFORT, but there’s the consideration 
that all of the schools in the area will be in about the same boat. 
They’ll all have to pool training and playing facilities, somewhat, 
until the area’s popuation growth problems are solved.

ACTUALLY, MENLO-ATHERTON is one of the more fortunate 
schools already. 

Its athletic plant is already in—although it’s overcrowded, even 
today. It may have to “loan” some facilities to such upcoming schools 
as Woodside or East Palo Alto for a time after they are built, too. 

But already, Bear baseball teams base at Flood Park, and there’s 
a. possibility that, should necessity require it, some sort of a cooper- 
ative deal similar to that of the Menlo Park Elementary School Dis- 
trict can be worked with Menlo Park’s Recreation Department. 
Possibly, even, the Bears might find themselves using Burgess Park 
again, as the basketball teams did during the first few years of the 
school’s existence here.

It may seem a little out of place to drag in a primarily political 
problem of growth, for airing in what alleges to be a sports column.

COMPLETE FILES 

Menlo-Atherton, which boasts 
the most complete football files 
of any high school in Northern 
California, keeps individual rec- 
ords in five categories: single 
play, single game, league season, 
season and career. ie 

Divisions of top marks are 
maintained for rushing, passing, 
receiving, total offense, scoring, 
punting, kickoffs, punt returns, 
kickoff returns, combined kick 
returns and interceptions. 

This adds up to 202 individual 
bests, of which 59 or 29.2 per 
cent were broken by this year’s 
Bears. Only greater dent ever 
made on the record book was by 
the 1954 PAL championship 
team, which erased just about 
half of the then-existing stand- 
ards. : 

The 7-won, 2-lost 1956 campaign 
is rated the second best in M-A

Turner’s points come mainly in 
punt and kickoff returning, but 
also include a career scoring tcial 
of 79 points. More likely to re- 
main in the book for a longer time 
is his league season punt return

Reason for the terrific totals ' age of 27.7 yards. 


Another hardy entry is Turn- 
er’s single game scoring mark of 
24 points, M-A’s 1955-56 Athlete 
of the Year, who expects to at- 
tend either Cal Poly or Menlo 
College next fall, demonstrated 
his all-around ability by estab- 
lishing a career standard of 22.1 
yards average gain per pass re- 
ception. 

Bogue was named to the second 
string All-North Coast Section 
honor team by the San Francisco 
Examiner partly because of his 
punting ability. Most of his rec- 
ords, naturally, were set in punt- 
ing, along with kickoffs, extra 
point kicking an dpass intercept- 
ing (His sturdy linebacking was 
the prime factor in his NCS se- 
lection). 

HITS 39.2 AVERAGE 

Jerry, a good student who is 
ticketed for Stanford, set a sea- 
son punting average mark of 39.2, 
but missed ‘by one-tenth (37.1 to 
37.2) of tying the career average 
record of Dohn Bogue (no rela- 
tion). 

Another top effort was his 
career intereception return aver- 
age of 17.2 yards. His non-scor- 
ing interception return of 28 
yards in a non-league game and 
14 extra points will probably not 
stay on the books as long. 

Finegold set marks in touch- 
down passes thrown for single 
game (3) and season (8), and 
yards gained passing for season 
(593) and career (605) among 
others. A hard-runner and tough 
linebacker, he has hinted Linfield 
College as his choice of higher 


education. 

Selection of Dahl as the South 
PAL Player of the Year was 
made mainly because of his bone- 
crunching blocking and iron-man 
defensive play, but he also set 
receiving standards of five passes 
caught in one game, two scoring 
passes in a game and four in one 
season. 


Like Bogue, Dahl is interested 
in Stanford. Unlike Bogue, Dahl’s 
records will probably fall if Menlo- 
Atherton follows expectations in 
accentuating its passing game the 
next two seasons.
